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IN  MEMORIAM 
W.  A.  JUMP 

The  untimely  death  of  William  A.  Jump 
on  January  22  was  a distinct  loss  to  the 
Graduate  School.  For  many  years  Mr.  Jump 
had  rendered  loyal  and  effective  service 
to  the  Graduate  School  as  an  instructor  and 
as  a member  of  the  General  Administration 
Board.  His  high  sense  of  justice  and  duty 
and  his  personal  honesty  and  integrity  have 
left  their  imprint  on  students  and  faculty 
alike. 

Mr.  Jump  was  a resolute  believer  in 
democracy.  He  was  continually  striving  for 
honest,  vigorous  and  loyal  public  service. 
He  believed  in,  and  practiced,  the  philosophy 
of  collaboration  and  cooperation  in  the  de- 
velopment of  policies  and  programs  whether 
it  be  in  the  day  to  day  operations  of  a unit 
or  the  relations  with  representatives  of  the 
legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the 
Government. 

Mr.  Jump  had  faitn  in  youth.  Through 
precept  and  example  he  encouraged  the  con- 
tinual quest  for  knowledge  and  information 
and  the  place  of  dynamic  and  progressive 
leadership  in  an  advancing  organization.

LONG-RANGE  PLANS  UNDERWAY 

Unanimous  acceptance  of  the  report  and 
recommendations  of  its  special  Como ittee  on 
Long-Range  Plans  was  voted  by  the  General 
Administration  Board  after  a day-long  ses- 
sion with  the  committee  on  February  3,  1949. 

Appointed  in  June  1948  to  consider 
long-range  plans  for  GS  from  the  standpoint 
of  meeting  major  educational  needs  of  USDA, 
the  Committee  made  extensive  studies  and  had 
the  assistance  of  all  USDA  agencies,  GS  com- 
mittees and  others.  Its  recommendations, 
submitted  at  the  February  meeting  in  the 
form  of  a 30-page  report,  propose  broad 
changes  in  GS  structure  and  responsibilities. 
Members  of  the  Committee  were:  Sherman  E. 
Johnson  (Chm.  ) , BAE  Assistant  Chief;  W.  I. 
Myers,  Cornell’s  Dean  of  Agriculture;  J.  D. 
Russell,  Director  of  Higher  Education,  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education;  P.  V.  Cardon,  ARA  Ad- 
ministrator; and  I.  W.  Duggan,  FCA  Governor. 

At  a meeting  with  Secretary  Brannan  on 
March  31,  the  Board  submitted  and  discussed 
long-range  recommendations.  Upon  approving 
the  recommendations,  Secretary  Brannan  asked 
that  steps  to  effect  them  be  taken. 


BRANNAN  ON  QS  ACTIVITIES 

The  significance  of  education  for  em- 
ployees and  others  in  effective  USDA  opera- 
tions is  forcefully  presented  by  Secretary 
Brannan  in  the  section  covering  USDA-GS(pp 
168-169)  in  his  Annual  Report.  Also  out, 
since  the  last  NEWSLETTER,  is  the  GS  1948 
Annual  Report,  copies  of  which  went  to  Board 
and  departmental  committee  members  and  to 
USDA  agency  heads.  GS  committees  La.a  made 
extensive  use  in  program  evaluation  and 
planning  of  one  of  the  two  supplementary  re- 
ports--that  titled  Report  on  Educational 
Statistics,  1948.

"ML  Rides  Again"  might  well  be  the  ti- 
tle of  a lecture  series  plus  follow-up  sem- 
inars planned  for  next  year  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Sciences.

ing; 3)  use  of  cultural  analysis  in  develop- 
ing and  administering  international  programs. 
"ML"  will  be  assisted  by  F.  F’.  (Buck)  Elliott 
in  operating  the  series  and  in  leading  the 
seminars.

HarrisdJ.  of  Calif.);  Dillard  B.  Lasseter 
(FHA);  Earl  W . Loveridge(FS) ; and  Leonard  D. 
White(B.  of  Chicago).
